I I ton vbo have never read a line of Bemetein, hot to whom 
Beruatem—bv the way, a .Social-Democratic menilter of the 
Gennan Beichatag and one of the oldest and best known 
theorisU of the international Socialist Movement—is the ut¬ 
most depth of moral dhpravits;_ 

I am rather proud of being called the “American Bernstein” and 
only wish that I possessed the .wide range and thorough knowledge of 
Socialist literature which the German Bernstein possesses. 

At the same time, I must say that there is no other country where 
comparatively ao many ignorant pe.)plc pose t* eilitors and leaders of 
the SoeiJist movement os in the Socialist party of America. And 
there is not another civilized country which has produced so few great 
characters in the Socialist movement. Our movement lacks individual¬ 
ity. It is simply an imitation of the sectarian. period of the German 
movement. 

Now, why am I called a “Bernstein ?” 

Because I do not believe that a mllleninre can be brought about 
bv a “great revolution” which certain “revolutionary” Socialists in 
Europe have prophesied for more than fifty years and certain Socialists 
in America for about fourj five or six years, that is, ever since they 
became raombers. 

And the most ridicnlons psrt of it is that these “revolutionarv" 
fellows want to bring the revolution ahout'by talk and talk only. Thev 
do not believe in a working programme—in the necessity of “immedi¬ 
ate demands” and in “p^liatives” for tiie working people. And at the 
aamo time they arc horrified at the idea which 1 have been reviving 
for about fifteen years from time to time—the idea of .ARMING the 
people. 

A All they want is hollow phrases, impotent nagging, and .mntual 
' ™ atlmiration. .Arid before all things they, want party jobs—jobs a* or¬ 
ganizers, editors, etc. For as a rule the.v are bom “failures” and they 
would bo failures under an.y kind of a social system. 

But to conic back to the subject—to "Bemsteinism.^.Hislory does 
not bear out the theory that any cer.nomic system ean i>B sullenly 
changed and replaced by another {ystem through a sudden revolution— 
through a catastrophe. 

Nor does history show that anv class ever gained ascendener by 
a “catastrophe.” 

Although Gie middle class of the Middle Ages—the guilds—were 
armed, they conld not shake off the rokc of fendaliim by a sudden 
(, revolution. They arose by a long and slow economical process that 
lasted throngh the middle ages np to modem times. The “third class” 
—the middle class of the Middle .Ages—emerged from a oontiouons 
struggle of centuries occasionalI,T marked by bloody victories or defeats. 

And we—whom the “revolutionaty” hpmbuga are wont to call 
“Bar^tcinians” and “opportnnists”—we know ri^t well that the social 
question can no more he solved b.v street riots and insorrections, than 
by bombs and dynamite. A'ct, by the ballot ALONE it will never he 
solved.

For this very reason the working programme—“palliatives” that 
help right away—or at least as toan as possible—are of paramount 
importance. 

In order to accomplish this, the ballot must be used in the ri^t 
way—ss-a means to the end—and not believed to he an end itself. iRie 
ballot is nothing holy—nor is the vote of a Socialist something' holy. 

And in other civilized countriw the good of the party and the go^ 
of the cause is the ONLY consid^atioo in the use of the ballot. 

In I^y and Belgium the Socialist "parties have combined ont 
Y/ith the Liberals at certain elections. Our Socialist parties did not seem 
tlia woiqe for it Yet I would oppose anything of that kind as 
dangerous in America. 

_ In France all the Socialist parties assist the rejinhiiran minisby 
•gainst the Roman Catholics and the nobility. I hope we shall never 
have's parallel case in^this country. I mention this b^use no one here 
I doubts the “orthodoxy” of the French parties, (s>>ecially of the Psrti 
Ouvrier. 

In Oennany the Social-Democrats on inaumerahlc occasions have 
voted for candidates of capitalist parties—whenever our party had no 
ticket in the field. They do to now whenever the good of the oonse 
seems to demand that on such ooeasions Somal-Demoerata should vote 
^ for the party nearest to ours. This is no fusion. There is no fusion in 
Germany. The parties remain separate as More. *1116 Socialists who 
upon the advise of the Socialist press end tbq National leaders in Ger¬ 
many vote for the candidates of the party -joiieat to ours—because yje 
good of our cause seems to demand it—an certainly &e moat loyal 
comrades in the movement. 

Of course, I adroit that this requires a much higher develcqied 
sense of a Socialist party than we have in America. In order to acquire 
that, B man must be imbued with the spirit of Sodalism, not filled 
with “holy words.” He must understand the aim and the end of the 
party, ana not consider it a dnes-paying politica]* ehnreh. 

Any man who would 1 (m his olaas-cansckmaness and his identity 
as a Socialist by once costing bis vote for a son-Soeialist candidate 
whenever there is no Soci^ist ticket in the field, of course ought not be 
asked to do so. But I will say such a man must be a d— poor SociaUst 
hidfled, and a “poor critter” alls around. 

Yet some of onr Socialist editors claim that our party ia mostly 
made up of such people. 

1 refuse to believe ih All onr membarihip needs is mors real 
eIasi-oonsciauA>oss in their blood, more knowledge of- Socialism in their 
brain. And eapMially certain editors need it. Then no one will be¬ 
lieve that if tai^cs require ns to vote for non-Socialist can^date 
arfaere we have no ticket in the field, “sro thereby lose our ^itUsaa.” 

. Sodtlina that bangs as loosely that must be a thin mitt indeed. 
Yet f am willing to discuss this question. Every sane Socaliat b 
wiiliag to discuss any qonstion of tacties. But, We want to discuas it 
with men who know something about the international movement, not 
with Ignorant hmwy-hnnters.
